Mr. Bowles was elected Mayor last 

November, with the backing of the 
Anti-Saloon League, as a “reformer” 
who was expected to “clean up” the 
city. Since that time complaints 
against him have increased in num- 
bers and in Violence. Petitions for 
his recall alleged that he “tolerated 
lawlessness 
agencies; destroyed an efficient pub- 
lic service through the dismissal of 
faithful employees; made 16‘cam- 
paign_ promises, but kept none of 
them: and attempted to use the 
municipal transport system for his 
own polltical purposes.” He arous- 
ed special indignation. by the dis- 
missal of the Police Commissioner, 
whom he himself had appointed 
shortly ‘before. While the Mayor 
was, absent attending the Kentucky 
Derby, the Commissioner suddenly 
organised a serics of raids on bet- 
ting and gambling places, and when 
the Mayor returned he dismissed 
the Commissioner. The campaign 
was conducted with much. sound and 
fury, each side accusing the other of 
complicity ‘with “gangsters” and 
“racketeers.”” ; 
.. Mr, Buckley was a: radio an- 
nouncer, who spoke daily on muni- 
cipal topics. Both as an announcer 
and at other. times, he vigorously 
attacked the Mayor, and incurred 
the dialike of the leading gangs by 
his radio attacks on gambling, which 
had an important effect, in arousing 
opinion against the Mayor. At the 
time ofthe murder of* Mr. Alfred 
Lingle, the crime reporter of the 
Chicago Tribune, Mr, ‘Buckley used 
the radio to attack the. increasing 
power and audacity of the gangs- 
ters, and it-Is thought posafble that 
his death was an act of private 
revenge by a party of gangsters not 
connected with the mayoralty cam- 
paign. : ; 5 

Although Mr. Bowles had many 
powerful supporters, incliding Mr. 
Henry Ford, his recall was voted by 
120,000 to 899000, He is expected 
to be a candidate again in the new 
election, which hay to be held within 
80 days,

| Four Things Wanted 
at Once, 


. Largely, of course, it depends on 
the point of view. Thosa of us 
whose ‘memory goes, hack , any 
length of time before the war ‘are 
very well aware ‘that, cars and

Other people’ Goubtless 
their own opinions as to what is 
chiefly wanted.

Lubrication. ' 

First and foremost, [ should put 
perfect and easy lubrication. I do 
‘go, not merely because the ideal 

lubricating system would be nuto- 
matic, and thus save the motorist 
a lot of tedious, dirty work, but 
because even a_ reasonable ‘ap- 
proach to that iueal would save 
him a great deal of money. Just 
consider how repairs would be cut

That, no doubt, could be done 
just now if every’ owner or 
chauffeur were to follow faithfully 
the book instructions for lubricat- 
ing. But how many do? Any re- 
pairing garage can tell what a 
proportion of its jobs is due sim- 
ply to neglected lubrication. And 
lubrication is neglected ag it is 
because on a great’ number of cars 
the. jab is troublesome, lengthy and 
more or less messy. :
